Legislative Reapportionment 


A far leaching study by a newly ap­ 
pointed 
Ohio 
apportionm ent 
committee 
will ,->e! cff some far-reaching howling by 
defender; of the existing apportionment 
in the Ohio Legislature. 
Sorrm ol the howling will lie done by 
people who say the U.S. Supreme Court 
had no right to upset cozy arrangem ents 
whereby hundreds of legislators in vari­ 
ous stales, 
including Ohio, represented 
nothing but geography . 
Some will be done by people who object 
instinctively to any thing that changes ex­ 
isting patterns, whether the patterns can 
be justified or not. 
Most of it will be done by ax-grinders 
with something to lose if the Ohio Legis­ 
lature is reapportioned according to pop­ 
ulation, free from the now indefensible 
constitutional requirem ent that every one 
of Ohio's 88 counties m ust have one rep­ 
resentative, 
regardless 
o f 
population. 


Forty -eight of Ohio's 88 counties cannot 
qualify lor a representative under a con- 
situtnnal 
quota 
sy stem 
in 
accordance 
with the U. S. Supreme Court's ruling 
These counties would have to be com­ 
bined into groups to justify representation. 
But would this be so drastic'’ Certainly 
not in Ohio, whose Senate is apportioned 
on a basis of 35 districts. 
Only tour Ohio counties. Hamilton, Cuy ­ 
ahoga, 
Lucas 
and 
Summit, 
are 
large 
enougn to stand alone. Cuy ahoga has six 
sena'ors for its population, Lucas County 
one. But 84 counties are combined to form 
legislative districts, some with a single 
senator some with several. 
This has been done so equitably no one 
think s drastic reapportionment would be 
needed tor equal representation in 
the 
Ohio Serate. What would there be to howl 
about if the same pattern were carried 
over into the Ohio House0 


What Would Ben Franklin Say? 


Though most economists today discount 
any 
immediate danger from excessive 
borrowing, there is a minority opinion 
that continued installm ent spending may 
trip a trap door to depression. 


The optimistic m ajoriy say s the basic 
economy is far too strong and w hat’s 
more, 
current 
loan 
delinquencies 
are 


“ very low,” indicating the ceiling on bor­ 
rowing is far off. At the other end of the 
scale, the pessimists fear an economic 
collapse that "m ight be worse than 19 29 ,” 


WORRYING 
the latter 
are 
statistics 
showing that from the average income of 
3*6.720 las* y ear, an average of $1.39 7— 
or 21 per cent — was pledged toward re­ 
pay m ent of installm ent debts and m ort­ 
gages. And y ear after y ear, debts grow 
faster than income. Since 19 51 the debt 
burden has climbed from an average of 
14 per cent of family income. 


Personal loans are obtained for every ­ 
thing from household appliances to college 
tuition and trips abroad. Many borrowers 
are reported using mortgage loans for 
non-housing purposes, an action that one 
economist argues “ tends to exhaust as­ 
sets on which further borrowing can be 
done.” 


Another cause for alarm among the less 
optim istic is the increase of borrowing 
on life insurance, which increased $562 
million the first four months this y ear, 


up nearly 6 per cent from the sam e 
period in 19 63. 
Alan Greenspan, president of a New 
York Economic consulting firm, reports 
that “ about half of A m erica’s families owe 
installm ent debts” and “ many are in debt 
right up to the hilt ” 
He further revealed that a quarter of 
the naMon’s 60 million families has at 
least «• third of its annual income com- 
mited to pay ing off debts. He believes 
we are approaching a point above which 
m any families would 
find it tough to 
tak e on further debts and, at the sam e 
time, k eep up their repay m ent schedules. 


ON THE CREDIT side of the ledger is 
the record of personal savings which also 
are at record high and nearly equal the 
nation’s private debts. Savings last y ear 
reached $378 billion but the persons with 
substantial savings rarely are those pay ­ 
ing off debts. 
While a nation can spend and spend and 
charge off its debts to unborn generations, 
the individual is not so fortunate. The 
question involving hte individual is: How 
long can he continue to pile up personal 
debts without overextending himself and 
the economy ? 
It is a vital question because much of 
the current business expansion and pros­ 
perity is fueled on credit.

But they do have ideas about reach­ 
ing the minds of dopey citizens who might 
sk ip the balloting unless frred up by one 
m eans or another. 
The pro fessio na ls a dmit wha t the rest 


of us won’t even think about, that a na­ 
tional 
election is 
an 
all-out emotional 
binge that happens once every four y ears 
and should be participated in by every ­ 
body . . , whoopee! The more confusion 
the better the chances. 
To the pros, it’s show business. The 
idea is to fill the tent. They don't care 
w’hat the spectators sav as long as they 
show up at the polling places. 


THESE THINGf being true, the dumb­ 
est thing one voting American can do 
to another voting American is to argue 
with him. There is nothing to be gained. 
There are no switches in taith among 
confirmed 
voters. 
There can be converts to the creed 
that every American owes it to his birth­ 
right to vote, however. 
And there is an obligation to see that 
no American shall be denied his birth­ 
right by the bully -boy tactics of plug- 
uglies afraid he might vote the wrong 
way .

Western way oi life; and that 
even the current rift between 
the Soviet Union and the Red 
Chinese is proof that we can 
trust the Russians—that we can 
deal with them on term s of mu­ 
tual respect. 
1 wonder if we may be per­ 
mitting our sincere 
and 
deep- 
seated longing for a peaceful 
world to dull our judgment? 
Certainly , 
there 
are 
many 
changes tak ing place today in 
the Communist 
world; 
how­ 
ever, these changes are prim ar­ 
ily 
a 
rearrangem ent 
of 
the 
Communist structure to mak e 
ty ranny more adaptable to the 
changing condiions of our era. 
chancing conditions of our era. 
MAKE NO MISTAKE, t hi s 
attitude of hailing every change 


inside the Soviet as a sure sign 
that democracy is flowering be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain can be 
dangerous. 
While I have no argum ent 
with efforts to achieve a peace­ 
ful world, I do think it would 
be folly to ignore the fact that 
we are dealing with individuals 
whose goal is the destruction of 
legitim ate gvernrnents. In our 
hungry desire 
for peace, 
we 
must guard against being de­ 
luded into sacrificing interests 
that are not ours to give away . 
Peace cannot be bought by a 
compromise with evil. 
The real issue is freedom—a 
principle handed down to us by 
those serious-minded and deci- 
cated men who made a reality 
of a dream of national sover­ 
eignty . 
It's our solemn obligation to 
transm it that freedom to pos- 
teritv - 
not to barer i away 
because we may lack he sta­ 
mina to sustain loy alty to prin­ 
ciple. 
I have often called attention 
to the intensive program of the 
Communist 
party , 
U.S.A. 
I 
have 
cited 
pertinent 
facts 
which should be k nown to every 
citizen who considers himself 
well informed about internation­ 
al Communism. 
THESE INCLUDED the fact 
that 40 million Communists now 
rule approximately one-third of 
the 
earth's 
3 
billion 
inhabit­ 
ants and a fourth of her land 
surface. 
That, lik e it or not, Commn- 
mism exists legally or illegally 
in more than 70 free world coun­ 
tries, including our own. In the 
United 
States, 
international 
Communism is represented by 
an aggressively defiant 
party 
whose members have an 
un­ 


swerving allegiance to the So­ 
viet Union. 
This domestic party follows 
the dictates of Moscow, reflect­ 
ing every significant change of 
direction or emphasis of policy , 
regardless 
of 
the 
conse­ 
quences to our country . 
Ana I pointed out that the 
Communist 
party , 
U.S.A. 
is 
currently attemping to exploit 
every problem of American so­ 
ciety by stressing issues such 
as the racial situation, the re­ 
duction of military spending and 
the abolition of all internal se­ 
curity program s including those 
congressional committees inves­ 
tigating Communism. 


THE 
COMMUNIST 
party , 
U.S.A. is also waging a relent­ 
less campaign to woo the y outh 
of America into its rank s.

THE AMERICAN people are 
pay ing steeper prices for all of 
these items because the norma] 
duties were increased to pro­ 
tect domes’ic companies against 
foreign competition.

Floodlights and 
Loses Spotlight 


WASHINGTON 
(A P (-P re s i­ 
dent .Johnson, like most poli­ 
ticians. enjoys being in the spot­ 
lig h t. But he sometimes frets 
j about floodlights 
Of 
course, 
spotlights 
and 
floodlights often go together and 
you can’t have one without the 
other 
Johnson discovered this 
Thursday. 
Because the President dislikes 
the big, hot flood lamps used bv 
television cam eram en, he lost 
some of the spotlight when he 
signed the $375 million m a s s 
transit law. 
The 
signing 
ceremony 
was 
the sort Presidents like to pub­ 
licize—especially with four gov­ 
ernors, three big city mayors 
and 24 congressional leaders on 
hand. 
But when Johnson signed the 
transit act not a single news 
photographer was present. And 
there was no television or news- 
rool coverage when he said the 
new law is “ one of the most 
profoundly significant domestic 
m easures’’ of the decade. 
Here is how the much pub­ 
licized chief executive missed 
some sure-fire publicity: 
On Wednesday, Johnson was 
discomfited, and made no bones 
about it, by photo floodlights set 
up in the E ast Room when he 
and Atty. Gen. Robert F Ken­ 
nedy greeted federal p r o s e ­ 
cutors 
from 
all parts of the | 
country. 
Aides 
vowed 
t h e y 
would try to avoid recurrences. | 
This was no sudden presiden­ 
tial quirk, either. On other oc­ 
casions he 
displayed 
sim ilar 
a v e r s e — which many others 
share—to long exposure under 
hot. bright lights. 
Mindful of this, Johnson aides 
decided to keep photographers 
out of the bill-signing ceremony 
except for the opening minutes 
when he m ade his entrance. 


Edw'ard*. who just returned 
from 
a tour of southwestern 
Mississippi, said there is great 
concern among .students there 
about what will happen to local 
Negroes when sum m er is over 
and the students leave the state. 
He said 
It will have to be 
planned for We must let it be 
esablished that the program is

The house at McComb. Miss., 
in a Negro district in which Ed­ 
w a rd s and his son slept last 
Monday night was ripped the 
following night by three bombs 
I thown from the street. 
“ There is a very deep distrust 
of the FBI among students in

Mississippi project,” said 
Edwards, who was an FBI agent 
before he joined the Navy in 
World War II.
